THE BRIGUT AFTEHQLOW. 



Ever since the Now Zjaland voloanio 
eruption of lust .June aoieutista in all parts 
of the world, by diiy and night, have been 
anx-oualy watching the appearance of the 
aky to see if it gave any ovidance of an ad- 
dition to the peoulmr and siill mysterious 
Bubstsnco which tirsi panneatcd tho earth's 
atmosphoro about throe years^ ago. If 
they could show ttiat this mai ifestation, 
which is undoubtedly the direct oau"e of 
oar resplendent af cergluwa, has really been 
increased to a large extent sinco that out- 
burst, the fact will furniah very Rood 
evidence that the new element ia volcanic 
du8t^ For two or three months astronomers 
vfefe unable to aeoure any direct data on 
the subject. Before the Java eruptions 

■ fluob an appearance had never been heard 
,of, and when the strange veil spread itself 
around our piaui-t the ordinary ob- 
aerver very ijuitkly bccaniu awaro of its 
presence, while scholars began a discussion 

'aa to its nature and origin, which is still 
going on. Those who believei that the 
matfer is not of terrestrial origin were 
by no means convinced when, large quan- 
tities of volcanic dust were found upon 
the snow fields of northern Europe. They 
declare that the subatance which aomo 
naturalists have decided to be powdered 

. lava w:fw seen upon the garment of win- 
ter in "Greenland and other polar coun- 
tries many years ago, aud that it has 
nothing whatever iu do with our gorgeous 
sunsets. As the manifestation seemed to 
gradually diminish as timo wore on, those 
believing in the vulcanic dust theory had 
good reason to conclude that the change 
was caused by a larger part of the dust 
settling down to the earth. The New 
55ealand occurrence, as everybody thought, 
would rtd'ord an opportunity to placu thu 
question bey end doubt. But until very 
recently no student of the sky has been 
able to detect any marked ditierence in 
the afterglow or other aspects which re- 
sult from the upper atmosphere not being 
perfectly transparent. Now, however, 
from obaervatoriea situated in all parts of 
the world come reports that the suspended 
matter, whatever its nature, has become far 
denser than at any time since it was iirct 
noticed. Even at noon, while the firmament 
is entirely free from ordinary clouds, one 
may observe, if his eyes are atrtjng onuugl 
that the sun ia shining through aomo kind 
of a mist, which evidently hanga at a 
great elevation. During tliu final and firal 
moments of the morning aud evening twi- 
lights, nJaSBBB of iduKJHt Colovlt'BS clouds 

are always to be seen along the horizon in 
parallel ranges, and so far from the earth 
that the most violent wind does.iiot effect 
them tC'the slightest vtsible extent. The 
wouderfol tinges of ^d, crimson and pink, 
' upon which we have so often gazed with 
- admiration, are produced by the reflection 
otsuulight from this strata while the lumi- 
nary is thirty or forty degrees below the 
horizon. The mtensity of the exhibition 
has lately increased in all parts of the 
world, but more especially in Now Zealand 
and Australia, where the aspects of the sky 

■ are described us marvellous beyond descrip- 
tion. On the former island the inhabitants 
were jreQeutly treated to the startling pbe- 
BomentfVo^'av green ^ i^don. According to 

' ' the New Zealand Times, it was about two 
hours after sunset, and tho flaming banners 
still hung in the woxt occa.-ioiii'd a sort of 
half daylight when the croKcont moon was 
observed just outside tbo' ruddy glow, aud 
seemingly colortcl the most intcnso aud 
beautiful emerald. These facts would seem 
to demonstrate that the matter which basso 
improved our twilights is really an earthly 
production, and if big eruptions do not 
continoe it will all finally disappear, leav- 

' ing the red'eunsets as o shining pebnliarity 
of the nineteenth century, 

THE GARIBUO RAILWAY. 

The projectsd road to Cariboo will 
probably occupy the attention of the legis- 
lature at the' ooDiing sessioQ of the house. 
It has been taken in hand by practical 

men, and it is believed, wi'h auflicient 
support Irum the federal and provincinl 
authorities, that the promoters will hb- 

' cure the necessary cspLtal to insure i's 
construction. While its m^iin object 
would be the devolopmerit cf the raining 
country through wind, it will p:isa, yet 
this would not be the (.uly end attained. 
There are many thuuaands of acres of 

■: arable land in the valleys through which 

' the line would be located, suitable for 
agricultural purposes, while a stock coun- 
try, at present but little known, would be 
rendered available. I'here has always 
been a certain limited number of hardy, 

; venturesome miners i'iij^;ii;L'd in prospect 
'ing;th.e-.oountry fi^r neiv fiohia, yet the 
distance from the auurco of supply, and 
the heavy cost of supplies, have always 
operated against any extensive prospeot- 
uig. This is demonstrated by the rece'nt 
discovery of placer uiiofa within eighty 
miles of the faini'Us guld tield ol llirkor- 
villo. The presence of a railway through 
that district would make it a compara- 
tively easy matter to prospect the coun- 
try. The cliospening of supiilii's would 
moan an entire ch.ii);^u in tho priiiciijlo i f 
working the mines — c.ipilal would ImIIdw 
the railway and give employment t_i a 
large mining population, which of course 
would support an auriuulturaL class, and 
the whole, 'would gunorally benefit the 
province. The proposal of a rail- 
way to Cariboo will no doubt bo 
thought by some t'l bo premature, 
and one that will not meot with ihu sanc- 
tion of investors^of capital . The Winnipeg 
and Hudson Bay railway was also thought 
a few years ago to bo a chimera, but cap- 
ital has looked favorably upon it, and it 
ia now in oourno of construo'.ion. There 
is more roa-ion to I'.dvooato tho conatruo- 
tion of a railway lino to Cariboo than 
there was at first with regard to the Hud- 
■on Bay railway. In the case of the Car- 
iboo railway it will open up a district that 
will furniah a trade the year round, that 
is favorable to aottluinout, and one that is 
u dcsirablo place of rL'.sidunce. There cat 
bo no question an to tho richness of tho 
gold deposits or the foaaibility of their 
working. All that is necessary to induce 
capital to-dovelop on a largo scale is the 
cheapening of suppliea and labor, and this 
can only bo accomplished through tho 
medium of a railway, Aa was recontly 
reinarked, goods that now cost $120 per 
ton to lay down In Barkerville would 
then cost not more than 810. Such a 
condition of things, would necessarily al- 
low oapital to bu judiciously and profitably 
expended. Tho Cariboo railway project 

should enlist in its »favor every citizen of 
the province, for it vitally concerns their 

interests— iiidividually and aa a commu- 
nity. •

Tho 
merits of those throe pooina are gen- 
erally recogniiiod, and rank high when 
judged by the standard of literary ex- 
cellence. The little volume is a welcome 
addition to our Canadian literature.: 



The Indian Question: ' -■ 

To THE EoiTou:— On examining tho 
length of tho documents I aubmittod to 
tho Indian department laat year at Otta- 
wa on Indian affairs, 1 feel it would be 
unfair to ask you to publish them in cx- 
tenso But at the; request of; friends and 
by your kind perraishiou I will, instead, 
lay before tho public a brief review of tho 
((uestiona at isauo. First, a few words on 
Indian land interosta. Thu matter atanda 
thus, — either the aborigines have righta 
in the laud or they have not. All Britiah 
provincoa, wo are told, with the exception 
of British Columbia— the latest-born-— 
have unmistakably settled the question in 
favor of tho aburiginea. Treaties, wo 
know, have been made, and do now exist, 
between several governments and Indians 
These treaties are confessedly for the ex- 
tinguishing of* Indian claims on lands, 
and therefore imply that the Indiana have 
righta to extinguish. For governments 
to make treaties with Iniliuns to extin- 
guish their righta— if righti thty had 
none— would be absurd. 

British Columbia, by refusing to make 
treaties with Indians, is undoubtedly 
marking out for itself a new and untried 
uiperiencB, and virtually ignoring tho 
constitutional laws and usau'us whieli laud 
all other provinces of the J!riti»h eiiipiro 
on this subject. In the niemitinie tln^ 
Indians regard their righta in tho soil of 
British Columbia to be as valid as are thu 
Indiana' .rights in other provinoes; nor will 
they bo easily persuaded that their foot- 
hold in the country which their forefathers 
discovered and inhabited aj^'es ag;) rests 
solely upon the bounty of tho Knglish crown. 
If the Indians are, however, enti)rtaining 
a fallacy based upon their natural in- 
stincts, then T would aak why were they 
not corrected by the governor-general, a 
colonial governor, a lieutenant-governor, 
and the superintendent of Indian affairu 
on their several oflicial visits t.) the north 
in years gone by And why did that 
great and good man. Sir James Douglas, 
as governor, meet the Indians of Victoria 
and neighborinij tribes and buy out their 
. ight to a large tract of land, including 
the site of this city ? 

Next as to the Indian policy adopted hy 
British Columbiu. The Indians by tho 
terms of union were to have an allowance 
of ten acres of Ihnd tp.eaoh family cf five 
persons, and Indian agencies were to be 
established and paid for by tho Dominion 
government. When, however, the Jlao 
kenzio government came into power at 
Ottawa, exception was taken ti the jioai- 
tion assumed by the British Calianbia 
government in reference to the Indian 
land question, and'a stout reiistanoe was 
offered to the ten acre allowance to In- 
dians as "being little better than a mock- 
ery of their claims." The result of tho 
struggle between the two governments 
was that British Pqlumbia gave way, aud 
the ten acre policy was 'abandoned as un- 
tenable. 

Tho factn are before the public aa evi- 
dence of tho foolish and seltiih j) 'li'-y 
which obtained on Indian mat i en -.vlvjii 
the province was incgtpc, rated iu ihu 
D.jminiun. It may be that some of the 
" raisleadera " of- the province at that 
time are still in this city,' and may possi- 
bly feel aggrieved at being reniiiultd of 
tho failure of their scheme, 

Tlien at to the Indian aiyt'ncii'.i Wiiat 
have they done for tlie LmIkiho, ovi-0 tor 
those few who have been fiiv ted for 
many years by being the nearest to head- 
quartera? Are the results iu any sense 
commensurate with tho expense jf the 
machinery i la it not proverbi.il that thu 
ayslem of lucii.in maiiageiiieiit is a bur- 
lesque, and an outrage on common sensu I 
Would such a system of mismanagement 
be allowed to continue if white men's ui- 
teroets were involved I I believe not. 
But the Indians have no voice iu parlia- 
ment, and therefore no means of cor- 
recting abuses in the inannyemeiit of 
their affaira. They are but wards ui the 
government, and have only tlie right to 
be silent. If they dare to complain they 
must travel two or three thousand mi'es 
at their own expense, wait a moi.th he- 
fure their grievancee are heaid, amlbe 
sent back wi'.h promises which are iiuvor 
fulfilled. 

Tliis brings me to notice the reipieM 
the Indians made through their duput,k 
tion at Ottawa, First. They asked for 

I heir reserves to be reatljuBted in a few 
p irliiMjIurs before buiiig survey.-d. Th-.-y 
coinpKiincii tliat not h.ivuiL; been ik;!!.*^!-. l1 
of tho reserve commiasioner'a visit, many 
of their people were away when he cimu, 
and that thus it was impoaaiblo for tlicin 
to give that duo consider ition to his 
business which their iutoroiit diiiuandeil 
They begged, therefore, f >r the reS'jrve 
coiniui".iionor to pay them a sucond visit. 

A .-iccund reiiui-st was th.'t a trc:.ty should 
be. made with them for the lands they 
were to. surrender, as had been done with 
other Indians of the Dominion. They 
did not ask for lireserits, but only llinl a 
porti.iii of tho lui'iiey voted yiiarly f^^r i:io 
Indians of British Coliiiubia tniglit reach 
their coinniunily, and help them in public 
iniprovementa. 

A third rci/ued was that the two anros 
of thoir village site at Mtllakahtla known 
aa Miasitjii point should not be taken from 
them. And .Sir .John Macilonald under- 
took to wr;tj to thu Cliurch Mis:iioiiary 
Society to advise them to withdraw their 
agents from the oooupauy of . the land in 
queetibn . 

ITurthor — the Indian deputation a.'iaured 
the deputy niiniBtur of Indian afl'aiis that 
their bretliren would gla<lly niirol them- 
selves as free ii^en under tho British 11 ig, 
— but tho position of slaves or p iiipers 
they could not aooept. I wish here to 
add, flat lit the request- of'' the de|>wly 
. i'.is'er, I wrote a letter on the sul j ct 
of Indian uriiiagein^nt, with a view to as- 
sisting the goveriimoiit in effectually re- 
moving all causes of coniplaii'it among the 
Indians. 

To tho present time 1 have not made 
known to tho Indiana tho terms of my 
letter; but moderate as they were, (and 
tho deputy minister acknowledged they 
were inodorato), I have reason to believe 
that tho Indians would bu willing to ac- 
cept thom, aud if they did so, disloyalty 
would effectually be roinoved and peace 
restorod. 

In ooncluHion, I would iirgo upon all 
who have an interest in the province, that 
Indian maiM\gemont is demanding jiatient 
and dltpassionato hearing before it ia too 
late. It is for the people, through thoir 
representatives, to put things right. 
There has been enough of blundering, 
the North west rebulliou being a proof of 



that — a rebellion which, it is said, , has 
cost tho country as much money as would 
sullico to support all the Indians of the 
North-West iu « firat-olass hotel for thoir 
natural lives. 

The Indian troubles are no new thing, 
nor are they due to seditious teachers. 
The government have been too eagor to 
listen to false reports, emanating from 
persons who had their own hypocritical 
ends ti serve. Warlike urniamoiita are 
not tho remedy for Indian complaint}, 
but patience and justde iliny aro. It may 
be in the memory of Honio of your readers 
that when an Indian villagu (in tho Skuona 
, was. burned down some years ago, through 
'tbe oarielessnoss of Bome,i^piineni, the In . 
dianBclosed the riveri Tliie intention of 
tha goveriinieiit to force the river by 
ariiitid men was only abandoned through 
the counsel and help of the missionary 
Thus a disaster and expenditure «f blood 
and treasure were averted, and iiy a patient 
heariuf^ and equitable arrangement thu 
the ijoud willf of Vthe Indiana was restored. 

Oil my arrival in Victoria at the pro 
sent juncture I lost no time in beaeech- 
iiig the Kovornmeiitto refrain from send- 
ing e« ship of war to Metlakah tla. I of- 
fered to go up in tho eoast steamer with 
any gentleman tho government might de- 
pute and use my best ellurts to bring 
aboutan amicable settlement. 1 pointed 
out thai; the most euitable person- to go 
Wi>3 tho re.servB oonimlssioiier, and Mr. 
O'Ueilly offered to go if he received or- 
ders. Thu peaceful measures I proposed 
were, however, rejeoteilaDd the ship of 
war has gone, W. Dciroiif.

THE L,4TE COLLISION. 

Details of the FrlKlufui Cul- 
amiiy. 

The aad accident at Rogers' Paaa on 
the Canadian Paoifio railway on Sunday 
last is the most aerioua that has yet oc- 
curred in this province. . Eye-witnesses 
describe the scene a few moments after 
the disBstiir aa appalling, and the groans 
of tho dying and wounded were heart- 
randiiif?. Mr. Tudor Tiedeman, of this 
city, who waa a passenger on the west- 
bound e.xpress, heard of tho accident at 
Donald, and ahoitly aftsrwarda passed the 
wreck. He atfirma the fact that two men 
were killed near Donald while walking on 
tho track, and the sad details wore being 
related wlieri the passangors were horror- 
stricken with ncoounti of a more terrible 
accident in the Seikirks. 

Along freight train with a caboose at- 
tached, drawn by one of the heavy moun- 
tain engines, waa climbing the steep 
grade at Rogers' Pass,, being fallowed ut 
about 100 yards distance by another 
freight, when near the top of the grade

and four oarsj iholading-'.the-'jea- 
booae, ran down the mountain at 

the rate of sixty miles an hour. In the 
caboose were a number of railroad men 
and Mrs. MoRae and three children, two 
of them being mere babies. Aa the ' ca- 
boose whirled down upon the approaching 
train, the occupants saw with horror the 
fate that awaited them. In that awful 
moment the men stood firm in the face of 
death, realizing thai it waa iiiovitablo. 
The agony of suapenao inuat liavu been 
terrible, and the despairing cry of Mra. 
MoRae as she olaaped her little children 
pierced the hearts of the others. Within 
a few minutes after the cars became 
detached from tho train, the 
collision occurred. Thoahnck was terrific 
and the air was filled with flying splinters 
intermingled with human beings. Under 
the great pile of debris the unfortunate 
victims were buried, and their groans 
could be heard above the hissing sound of 
eacaning steam. The engineer of the ap- 
proaching train stood bravely at his 
post, and '

his body being badly mangled. The two 

young children wore thrown thirty feat, 
and, strange as it may seem, wore un- 
harmed, one of them being found under 
a largo piece of the cibooae. Mis Mc- 
Rae waa aerioubly injured, Ucr left limb 
was cut entirely oS, and several bad outs 
were'received. ~ The" •hodk;'' hta "beeh.'^.o 
terrible to her that it is probable she 
will not recover. It waa impoaaibls for the 
unfortunate men to extricate themaelvea 
from the debria and the frightful death of 
Mr. MoRae is unparalleled. Ho was 
crushed between two large timbora, one 
of them lying acroas his breast, hia head 
protruding. In one of the wrecked cars 
was a mule, which was partially buried in 
the wreck close to Mr. MoRae. The ani- 
mal'a fore logs were pinioned and r<>isiug 
his body up he had scope enough to kick 
viciously with both hind legs.fv^aob time 
he kicked, the hoofs

and the unfortunate man's braiua were 
literally kicked out and death ended his 
sufferings. It is believed that nearly all 
of the occupants of the caboose are fatally 
injured, As soon as news of the accident 
reached Donald a wrecking train and 100 
men were dispatched to the scene of the 
disaster and the work of taking out the 
bodies and clearing the track waa com- 
menced at once. It is probable that no 
delay to' tlie paaseager/. trains wjll be er 
perieuced. 



A New Mining Scheme.^ — :j«:rom 
present indicatious it is probable that the 
outpui of gold from Douglas Island wilt 
be doubled the coming year. A sale of 

the "Seattle" and "Michigan" lodes was 
effeoted last month to a company of 
eastern capitalists, who will commence 
ti)e arootion of an 100-stnmp mill, at a 
coat of 9500,090. It ia suid that the im- 
mense vein of quartz is 680 feet in width, 
and the rook assays from f6, to $2:3 70. 
This is evidently a continuation nf the 
famous Treadwell ledge, and if the ore 
averagea well there is enough on hand to 
run the mill for a number of years. 
Judge Dawaon, of Sitka, stated to a 
ColoHvti reporter yesterday that Alaska 
has iniiumerAble ledges of a similar na- 
ture, owned by poor men, and all that is 
required is ciipital and mills to make 
bullion returns unprecedented in the 
mining history of the coast.

A ITouiiK Married Man Acci- 
dentally Shot by his Friend. 

Last Sunday aftornonn, tho 7th inst., 
a telegram was received in Yale that a 
I'liau had been shot at Harrison River, 
and at first it was suppoaed that another 
murder had been o.immiited by tramps, 
many of whom are travelling over the C. 
P. R. at this tiwe of the year, and it is 
feared some will he heard from during 
the coming winter. On the arrival of the 
western bound train in the evening, it 
brought tho body of Honry W. Bateaon, 
who had loft hii luuue in Yale that morn- 
ing, on a shooting e.'icur^ion to Harrison 
Rivor, accompanied by two young friends, 
respeotively-named , Henry Spbofield and 
Charles Atherton. It would appear that 
whilst the three wero standing on 
the lino nuiir tho Uarrison swing bridge, 
they observed aoino water fowl on the 
lake. Schofield fired but missed hitting 
any of tho birda, and Athorton'a gun did 
not go oil'. The latter, after opening the 
breech of his riSe, was about to discharge 
the left hand barrel, when Bateson made 
some remark, which caused Atherton to 
suddenly turn round, and in doing ao hia 
foot caught ill one of the railroad ties 
turning him forward and his gun explod- 
ed, tho contents, No. 2 shot, Hutering the 
stom-ach of Bateson. The poor fellow ex- 
claimed "Oh, Charlie, you have done for 
mo," anS fell to the ground. Soho- 
held immediately ran down the 
lino to^ priiciiro aauistiiice, and 
finding that tho bridge keeper was 
unable to loavo his post hurried on 
to the storokoepor, Mr. Barker. During 
Schofield'a absence Bitoaoii throw his 
arms round Athene n'a nock and in great 
pain murmured, "Oh, Churlio, what will 
my poor wife any — triia cornea of shooting 
on Sunday, ttio L-ird have mercy upon 
mo," and continued to pray until Scho- 
field and B.irki-r came up, tho train fol- 
lowing soon after. Tho dyiug man was 
carefcilly placed on the train, and at 
Agassiz'a hot bricks were placed at his 
foot and cloths soaked iu warm water 
laid on hia stomach, to relieve him of the 
fearful agony ho waa sulfering. Every 
possible care and attention waa paid by 
hia two friends and others, but between 
Ruby Greek add Hope, and whilst Ather- 
ton waa bending over him in tjara, the 
poor fellinv breathed his last. 

Tho s'a'.emeiit-i of Atliertoii and Soho- 
Seld wero taken by the coroner fur trans- 
mission to tho attorney-general, and as 
Mr. Wise concluded that Bateson's death 
was purely accidental, he considered it 
unnecessary to hold an inquest.

On the Return Trip to Williams 

ILake.. . 

(From our Travellujf Correapondect.) 
Before leaving Barkorvillo niontiun of 
the beautiful hills which surround it must 
not be forgotten- The hills riao gently 
and are covered to the Bummits with fir 
and a thick aodergrowth. This is tho 
character of the growth on all the hills 
with one or two exceptions. One day by 
a circuitous trsil we climbed to the sum- 
mit of 

llALI) .mountain, 

within easy Edistanco from Harkorville. 
This mountain ia covered with a luxuriant 
growth of grasa to its summit, and is the 
feeding ground iu summer of the cattle 
and in winter the numerous, herds of 
oat'iboo. All we saw were rolling/ in fat. 
The mountain ia well watered, apringa 
ebbing out in all directions. Ita summit 
is over 5,000 feet above sea level. On 
this mountain are the head-watera of 
Antler, Williams and Lightning creeks. 
The view from the mountain is one of 
surprising grandeur. There lies before us 
to the southwest series after series of 
mountaina, some grassy, others timbered, 
some terminating in sharply defined sum- 
mits, others giant peaks roaohing far 
above their fellows, bold and grand, some 
glaciers anfi snow covered. Beyond tho 
furthest of these the geologist, who was of 
our party informed us that the Fraaer ran 
north frorn Tete 7aune Oabhti in a widu 
low-lying valloy of luxuriant lands. It 
was 11 lovely vision and in grandeur far 
oxceodiiig anything we had ever before 
seen. As we reach the summit wo linger 
again and again to drink in the vision. 

Wo climb down tho opposite »id(! of 
Bald mountain, paat the bane of M(;unt 
Agnes, this side a preoipitoua wall of jug- 
god rock reaching up a tliouaand feet 
above 

(JllOUND-UOO LAKE 

at ita base. This letter is emptied by 
Jack of Clubs creek which ia tapped on ita 

way north to Jack of Cluba lake for min- 
ing ditchea. From CJround-hog lake tho 
trail is over a boggy ground until wo 
roach the Black Jack mining ditch, along 
which we leisurely trot and at a point 
branch off to the wagon road to Barker- 
ville. There are in every direction to be 
found a diversity of charming and 
grand acencry, and in its spring dress, 
when the mountiiiis are covered with 
wild-flowers tho district would be beyond 
description. 

Wo bade the good people of Barkervillo 
farewell, after an exceedingly pleasant 
stay among them, v,;ith the hope of again 
visiting their district, and boarded the 
stigo on the return trip. However, next 
time wu travel to their distant homo wo 
trust it will be with the asaistsnca of the 
iron burse, who must soon or late traverse 
through the valleys north from the Cana- 
dian Pacific. Wo have to remain in 
Stanley over u'ght, a not very desirable 
haven, though wo woio mot with kind hos- 
pitality from Mr. Dodd, who, like moat 
of tho Argonaut?, possoases a generous 
heart. We were favored with rainy wea- 
ther through to Qaeanelle, at which plucu 
we remain for the night, starting next 
day for Soda creuk. It ia lute in tie 
evening when wo reach tliij |)oint, and 
early next morning we mount the box 
bound for the 150 Mile House. 

MR. TAIT, TUB ELDER, 

takes charge of the ribbons from this 
point. Ho ia a fam ous whip, and man- 
ages his team with a master hand. Ue 
was driver of the stage between Winnipeg 
and Miiineauta iu the early history of the 
former place and related many of hia 
pleasant and unpleasant experiences He 
also drove the dog-train mail sled be- 
tween Winnipeg and Fort McLood, a 
risky business in uud-wintL-r with likeli- 
hood of a blizzard getting after you and 
chilling you in its Arctic embrace. 
Through the upper country ho is a great 
favorite with the public and it is ulwaya 
regarded as a special pleaatire to have htm 
as a driver. This we can amply vouch 
for, for wo iat beside him 011 tho box 
through to Clinton, and must confess a 
lingering relish for hia many interesting 
anecdotes. He ia keeping up the old 
reputstion of the stage line in B. 0. 

It is a long climb for man and beast up 
tho Soda creek hill, a daugcroua proceed- 
iug should the stage brake give way or 
the horses slip on the ice in winter. It 
seems more than rtrange that a road 
should have been built this way when the 
same distance conld~ have been accom- 
plished through a better country in every 
respect and on an easy grade. 

At Deep creek the valley between So- 
da creak and Carpenter mountains, wo 
found 

MR. PINOnBKCK, 

of Williams lake farm, owaiting with a 
team and democrat. We had -.'Xpressed a 
strong desire to nee tho valley, and this 
was a means ho was taking to gratify it. 
Wo climb into tho wagon and turn olY in- 
to thorough road leading to hia rusidenco, 
Tiio road waa built for a uleigh road iu 
order to save settlers of the valley a day 
in getting to Soda creek. It rises on an 
easy grade to the summit ot tho hill, and 
then down again to tho valloy. Though 
considerable work has been donia on it 
during tho past aeason it ia rough travel- 
ing. Howover, it ia two hours time from 
the road to tho ranch, while the alago 
takes three hours longer to get to the loO. 
Pinchbeck A Lytio have probably tho 
most extensively cultivated farm in tho 
upper oouiit'-y, and, as it will require a 
lengthy description, it and the other 
ranobea of the valley that we passed will 
form another letter.

LORD MAVOR'S DAY. 



Tlic Pn|K«aiit FassRS Oil' Sue-.- 
c<;sst°uily, uotwitiiiilundliiif 
the Socialists. 



London, Nov. 9. — Lord Mayor's Day 
opened gloomy and dark. There are few 
signs in the city to indicate that this ia 
the day for the Lord Mayor's show. At 
an eai?Iy hour shoals of roughs began to 
emerge from the slums and take their 
way towards that section where the 
socialists hare arranged to assemble. 
Battalions of police proceeding to diftor- 
ont points received hearty cheers from 
tho people. The stroeta in the city in 
the west end present a remarkable ap- 
pearance. All tho ahuttors of tiie ahopa 
are drawn and barricaded, and iron rail • 
inga are - boarded with short timbers; 
banks and other buildings are secured in 
a similar manner. These precautions are 
not confined to buildings on the route of 
the Lord Mayor's prooeaaion, but extend 
to streets far beyond. At 11 o'clock the 
force proceeded to the north side of Tra- 
falgar square; shops in the vicinity are 
eloaed and doors and windows of all 
jewelry oatabliahments heavily burred. 
Tho mob, about 8,000 strong, marching 
Ml u body waa halted by tho police, who 
then cleared the square and pushed the 
crowd towards the Thames ^embankment. 
There the mob haUed and hooted and 
groaned at the officers. Throe hundred 
red medal Students marching five abreast 
and armed . with bludgeons, procooded 
along w.th the throng to aid tho police. 
The Life Guards in paaaint; through Vic- 
toria atreet were saluted with groans by a 
iimall knot of roughs. ' 

The procession started at the usual hour 
and proceeded over the designed route 
without anything happening beyond the 
usual horse play incident to such an occa- 
sion, Tho police dispersed the medical 
students and refused ta allow them to oc- 
cupy Trafalgar squared 

When the prooeaaicn passed Trafalgar 
square it was met with no demonstration 
on the part of the crowd, except an un- 
organized cheering and hooting, the latter 
being especially direatod ut the lord 
mayor. The police did not attempt to 
interfere with the rush of the mob into 
the square, but formed a strong cordc n 
around it. Among the speakers who ad- 
dressed tho groups •fit Williams, the so- 
cialiet. He declared that the populace 
would show that they could hold orderly 
meetings in order to let the public know 
the amount. of distress which at present 
existed among the workingroen of Eng- 
land. Another speaker said "all the 
power of the country is invoked to pre- 
vent us from assembling. Our reply to 
all this is that we are here; we want food, 
work and a dwelling place for all, and we 
will have them. Resolutions of a proper 
kind will be adopted, and tbey will be 
sent to the Marquis of Salisbury and Lord 
Randolph Churchill, and they will be 
compelled to listen to them. The social- 
its will oontinua their work until every 
vestige of tyranny shall bo swept away. 
Our organization istheonlyone which dares 
to take up the proper poaition iu behalf 
of the poor and the oppreaaed. We are 
here to agitate in a peaceful manner for 
work for all, and for over-work for none." 
Keaolutions aaking the government to 
provide work for the unemployed and to 
reduce to eight, the number of hours con- 
stituting a day's woik, were carried amidst 
loud cheering, and the groups which 
adopted them, and which had by this 
time absorbed nearly all the multitude re- 
maining in the aquBCBi dispersed.

UNITED STATES. 
St. Louis, Nov. 8. — Mra. Lizzie Roots, 
mother of David S. Frothingbam, tho 
Adams Express messenger who was recent- 
ly robbed on the St. Louis San Francisco 
railroad a few miles from this city, applied 
to-day through her attorneys to Judge 
Thayer of the circuit court for a writ of 
habeas corpus on behalf of hereon, who, 
her petition says, is unlawfully refitrained 
of his liberty by the ofBcials of the express 
company, he being locked in a room of the 
Southern betel against his couaent and 
that he is constantly iu charge or under tho 
eye of a detective. The conrt ordered the 
writ to be issued returnable to-morrow 
morning. 

Jkrskv Cfry, Nov. 7. — Mrs. Luey Par- 
sous, wife of the condemned Cliieiigo an- 
arohists, made an address before about 100 
persona in Kroblo's hall this afternoon. 
Eight uniformed policemen were present. 
After explaining to the audience what an- 
archism meant, she tnmed her attention to 
i)i<> polino, calling them bloody murderera. 
"This is the first time," sho said, "that 
police oQlcers iu uniform have had the 
courage to attend one of my meetings." 
Hardly any enthusiasm was manifested by 
the audience. 

Boston, Nov. 7. — President Cleveland 
has comiuunionted to tho authorities of 
Harvard college his desire that tho degree 
of LL.D. should not be conferred upon him, 
and conaequently it shall not be. Tho 
proaideut'a reasons for declining the pro- 
posed honor are not stated. 

St. Louis, Nov. 7.-^A spebisl from Little 
Pock says; The color line oame very 
prominently to tho front in this city yester- 
day. The colored person is Wm. McNair, 
a eoal-black negro, and for years past a bar- 
ber in Little Bock. He was serving on tho 
United Slates grand jury, and when tho 
jury wont to J. W. Knott's restimrant for 
breakfast the proprietor refused to admit 
the negro to the dining room. When the 
facts wore reported to Judge Caldwell he 
made a speech from the bench, saying that 
the jurors wero ofHoera of the law, could not 
be sejiarated, etc. They were sent baok 
and tho United Statoa marshal instructed 
to accompany them and report to the court. 
Mr. Knott refused to admit tho negro. The 
Capital roatauraut, however, took them in 
a body, and for the first timo a negro en- 
joyed his repast at a leading hotel of the 
state. The proceedings caused no little 
oomment.
